A FOOT IN THI OPElf DOOB. 



Some time ago an American concern, tlic Federal Telegrapli 
Company, entered into a contract with the Chinese government for 
tto erection of wirelew stationi in Shanglial and other strategic 
points in China. I'l-otcsts immediately lodged against this con- 
tract by the British, Jupuuise and Danish governments. The BrituTi 
protest was on behalf of the Marconi Company, and was based on the 
the plea that the rights granted this British coflcern by the Chmese 
constituted a monopoly, and that the contract which had been enter- 
ed into with the American company infringed those rights. 

In .Iiiiif, the Chinese Minister addressed a note to the State De- 
partment asking if, in view of these protests, the United States pro- 
posed to withdraw its support from the l-\'dcral Telefn'aph C'-inpany. 
To this eommunieation Secretary Hughes has just sent a reply whicli 
is as direct and unambiguoos as a ray of sunlight. He declares that 
the "open door" shall not be closed, that American rights will 
protected, and tiiat this gOTermnent fully comprehends the trend of 
aflfairs in China, where, since the war, all the worst features of the 
old secret diploinaey and national s-'reed have appeared onCC more- 

The words of Mr. Hughes are not minced. Ho says : 

"It is the purpose of this government neither to participate nor 
to acquiesce in any arrangement uliieli might pniTi'rt to establish 
in favor of foreign interests any superiority of rights with respect to 
commercial or economic development in derignated regions of the 
territories of China." 

It is reassuring to know that .Mr. Hughes is laboring under no 
iUnsions, that he understands the temper of the great nations, and 
that he has his foot in the open door of trade in the Far Bast. The 
European Powers arc apparently bent on letricving their fallen for- 
tunes by any means whatever, and without looking too closely into 
the ethics of their policies. It is proper that the United States should 
look out for itself. 



THE JAPO-ANGLANESE ALLIANCE. 



The Lord lligli ( 'huiieellor of Kii'-'bind declares that the Anglo- 
Japanese treaty of alliance continues in eft'ect until a year after it 
shall have been denounced by either party. It is a poor commentar>' 
on the astuteness of tbe British premiers that they linve not rcad_and 
understood the plain language of the treaty. 'I'hey are now in Lon- 
don engaged, it is reported, in a dLscussion as to whether the alliance 
shall lie renewed. Of course the chancellor's decision changes the 
situation completely. And it is not likely to add to the friendly feel- 
ing between Great Britain and lier dominions. Apparently they 
have sent their premiers to London with the understanding that they 
would have something to say about future relations with Japan, but 
they now find the cards all stacked against them.

CONGRESS APPROPRIATES A QUARTER HE- 
UON DOLLAR S lOR HOR SE BREEDINIl 

jMoMir To Be Spent Under Supervuioa of Anny Officer* To Raiae 



OTHER GOVONMENTS SPEND MUCH MORE. 



Raallxlng the neeeiaity ot govern- 
ment interest, supervision and partiel> 
pation In breeding of thoroagbbred 
horses, If the United States Is to take 
her rightful position with the other 
countries «f the world, the United 
Statea Congresa has made an appro- 
priation ot'a auartcr of a million dol- 
lara to ba expended In horse breeding. 

While this la a very small amount 
when compared with the millions of 
expenditure made by the governments 
of England, France, Italy and Spain 
in thla work. It la being effaetiTaljr 
used to enlarge the number of thor- 
oughbred horsea suitable for cavalry 
mounts. 

In explaining the plans of the 
United States government for the 
'breeding of more and better horses, 
OoL C. B, Hawkins, Quartermaater's 
Corpa, United Statea Remoant Service, 
says: 

"The world war brought out the fact 
that the National Defense demands, 
not only thousands nr^ n thousands 
of horses and mules, but horses and 
mules of good 'breeding. ^ Quality and 
breeding In the horse and mule Is 
what gives them the stiiying power 
In danger nnd enii>r;;eney, as weU as 
for the lo.'s .s;ieet:K':;lur. hiU not loss Im- 
portant, service In conncrtlon with our 
agricultural and con;;i;i rcl.il purc:!"3. 
What la true In the mr.n is true In the 
beaat. Courage in the EOldler we cat! 
jnoralc In either case the (luality la 
that of the wH! to ,"t:iy v.Iu-n threat- 
ened iby the common instinct to falter 
Vhich means failure and defeat. 

"The United States Is tho srcat 
horse and mule m.irket of the world. 
Our allies depended u;:cii for tho 
major supply of thrir -...ir h 'iv!;>n nni 
mulea. Thousands v,; na ilioiisanila 
were sold to tho British, French, 
Italian, Belgian, Gwrk and <:t;;ii' 
governments. The supply that could 
be sold was limited only by the ships 
available Tor their transportation 
abroad, and by the fact that rations 
were naturally of the first import. 

"The first cry from abroad WC3 for 
men, then for foodstnfft to feed their 
nlllioaa ot soldlera and our own men; 
ftext came the demand for ammunitions 
—the stuff that made the hellish lire 
that raked the enemy; his theatre ot 
operations and liis Hues of eominunl- 
eatlon. On the heels of the call lor 
ttaiM naoeaaitiea we had the one for 
the war horae and the war mule, in 
Quantities never before approached. 
' "Automotive vehicles were used in 
great numbers. Yes, that Is true, and 
It will be true In the future. But war 
and the horae and the mule continue to 
ba tnaeiiarabla. Tha great military 
migrationa of the paat— 4hose, indeed, 
ot civilization. Itself— ^are so linked 
with the horse that his produ'Ctlon and 
Improvement may be said to have been 
co-incident with them. Motive power 
has not killed the horse and* mule In- 
duatqr. Irerr member ot the apeolea 
bu a raluable and Important place to 
fill, motive power to the contrary not- 
withstanding. The latter and the 
borsea will go along together, each 
fllUng an Important and useful sphere. 

"The breeding of horses and mules, 
tor ftem btlng abMad, •bouM be vhm* 
Heed In tha apirit of the ntmoat «|^ 
tlmlsm and doafldance. True, the horse 
and mule mufcat is upset. The de- 
mand, hoiwevert lor every class will 
come again befMt'the colts now bred 
mature. AU onr bast Informed horse- 
mm, liraadera and farmers reoogalta 
^ia fbet and advise doubling onr at- 
tenilon to the work of breeding. 

"Meanwhile better horses and mules 
should be the aim ot every breeder. 
We need better VTood, mora «MUty: 
hence, a more valuable ablmal. A well 
Wed, sound animal, of good conforma- 
tion and quality of any class, will al- 
ways bring a high price and a hand- 
some profit to the breeder. It Is t!ie 
aerub or ordinary animal that losea 
tha breeder and farmer monar* The 
acmb eata as mneh forage and takai 
aa much care aa the high claaa ani- 
mal; and one hu nothfaig at ma- 
turity. The progeny of high class, 
pure bred stallions, that have proved 
their courage, endurance and speed in 
competition, and aelectad taVm mares, 
will bring the breeder an in creating 
profit as the time goes on. 

"The Government Is backing (ha 
production of these better horses and 
mules. This work is beinp; accom- 
plished by the War Department 
through the Kwaa —I M m itm , ealar 
the QnarlafBaatar Qmmi ef the U. 
S. Army. 

"Tha laat Congresa appropriated a 
quarter of a million dollars to further 
these plans. The project aUo is being 
backed by an anxlltary aociety ot the 
RamooBt larflaa, knewn aa tha Anert- 
ean Baaaat Aaoelation. compoaad at 
army etleara, drdlana, b reed e rs, 
far mere, ranchmen, horsemen, ownara 
0t raaa horaaa, drlvera and riders, 



wagon, buggy, and harness and saddle 
manufaeturera— in . abort, ot almost 
all the rapreaentatlTa organlzatlona In- 
terested In the future of the horse and 
mule. The objects to be accomplished 
may be summarized as follows: 

"To promote and improve the prod- 
uction of horses and mules. 

"To stimulate the breeding of high 
class animals «f the equine species, 
v. ith a view to improving their blood 
lines and conformation, and thereby 
to enhance their usefulness and mar- 
ket value. 

"To protect owners, uaera and breed- 
ers and dealers against unjust and un- 
reasonable legislation. 

"To gather, co-ordinate and dissem- 
inate data on breeding, feeding, stable 
management and care of anlmahi. 

"To ipromote and encourage horae 
shows, race and hoot mMta, polo, 
horse fiilra and rldliiK and driving by 
means of eompetini for prliaa and 
ribbons. 

"To encourage the use of the horse 
commercially and for aport In healthy, 
outdoor ezerelaea. 

"To aare the riding and driving 
horses from degeneration and extinc- 
tion. 

"To Imlbue our people with a patri- 
otic understanding that the horse .and 
mule Is necessary for our National 
Defmaa. 

"Our immediate concern la te save 
the riding and driving horse and hiph 
class race horse from extinction. We 
v.ant to produce a truly American type 
c- cavalry horse — a horse with breed- 
ing and quality, as well as bona cmd 
aubatance — a weight carrier and the 
best general purpose horse known — a 
horse that will weigh from 1,000 to 
l.':oO pounds, standing from fifteen 
l-:i:ids, one inch to sixteen bands, tight 
made, with good g.ilts and action— 
n walk, trot, gallop horse that can 
c".rry weight and follow the hounds 
acrs.is country — that the family can 
drive to church .and also one that can 
hold his own in h-n-d work on the farm 
—a horse that can be used to advan- 
taco and economically any end every- 
v.iiere, except in very heavy draft. 
This type of horae has splendid looks, 
quality, action and vigor— a wonderful 
all-purpcse horse for the farmer, and 
one that can bo kept at a mlnlmftm 
cost. Almost every commercial and 
military uaa will be met by the prog- 
eny of thla breeding acheme, depen- 
dent primarily upon tha alia, quality 
nnd blood Ilnaa et tha maraa need in 
breeding. 

"Among the stallions to be placed 
throughout the United Statea thla 

Simg will be over one hundred head of 
lOH CLASS RKOISTBRBD THORO- 
BREDS, big horses with plen.ty of 
bcdy, bone and substance. These stal- 
lions placed in the stud through Gov- 
ernment agencies, will be available to 
farmera and breedera at a mini- 
mum fee. Tho Government does 
not expect to make money, but to 
make it possible and feasible for 
the fanner and breeder to get tho ser- 
vice of a high class approved stallion 
for their good mares. The object Is 
to produce animals ot real value and 
nae that will not only pay for their 
rearing, but bring a btadsome profit 
when mature. We expect the progeny 
at maturity to make general purpose 
horses, cavalry horses, riding and 
driving horaaa/ abow horaaa, huntera, 
race horaaa, polo poniea, depending 
Itrgely upon the marea aelected for 
breeding and the care In rearing the 
colts; a high daaa horse, bo<h for 
peace and war, a linia In the chain of 
our National Defense. Tha colts will 
belong to the breeder. The Qovem- 
ment will have no atrlnga on them. 
The owner .will be privileged to sell 
them to whomsoever he pleases at any 
time. However, the Government ex- 
pects to depend upon this source for 
tta aupply of animals in times both ot 
mtmt and war. 

"Tho Ihw Tiik JoAtr Ott*.' I 
nay add, hu aitAUahed a half4>red 
registry at Avon, Haw York, with Mrs. 
Herbert Wadaworth in charge. This 
makes It poalWe for the farmers and 
owners of these colta, which will be 
balf-4>reda, to regiater aame at e bob- 
inal fee of $2.00, which reglatratlaa la 
strongly reconimended, beeanse, when 
the farmer or breeder desires to dis- 
pose of these colts, a better price will 
be paid by civilians for the registered 
colts than for thoae that are not regis- 
««* in ■llltiii te thia. raglstraUoB 
to aaeaaaarr K any typo er breed ot 
horse la to be estaUISliad and recog- 
nized. All necessary information In 
regard to this registration can be had 
by writing to Half*red registration 
Bureau, New York Jockey Club, Avon, 
New Tatk.
